HIGHLAND BRIGADE AT MAGERSFONTEIN 


Marched Unflinchingly into Jaws of Death, Men 


and Officers Fell in Heaps Before Hail of 


Lead. Boers Said to Have Lost Heav- 


ily in Engagement Near Colenso 


London, Jan. IS.—The correspondent 


of The Dally News thus depicts the \v..> 
in which disaster overlook the Highland 
brigade at Magorsfontein: 


During- tlie nifiht it was considered ex- 


pedient that the Highland brigade, about 
4000 strong, under General Wauchope, 
should g*t close enough to the Unas of 
the foe to make it possible to charge the 
heights. At midnight the gallant, but 
Ill-fated, 
general 
moved 
cautiously- 


through the darkness toward the kopje 
•where the Boers were most strongly em- 
trenched. The troops were led by a 
guide who was supposed to know every 
inch of the country out into the darkness 
of an African night. 


The brigade marched in line of quarter 


column, each man stepping cautiously 
nnd slowly, for they knew that any 
sound meant death. Every order was 
given in a hoarse whisper, and in whis- 
pers it was passed along; ttoe ranks from 
man to man; nothing was heard as they 
moved toward the gloomy, steel-fronted 
heights but the brushing of their feet in 
the veldt grass and the deep drawn 
breaths of the marching men. 


So. onward, until 3 o'clock of the morn- 


ing Monday. Then out of the darkness 
a. rifle rang, sharp and clear, a herald of 
disaster—a soldier had tripped in the 
ciark over the hidden wires laid down by 
the enemy. In a second, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, the varohlig-hts of the 
Boers fell broad and clear as the noon- 
day sun on the ranks of the doomed 
Highlanders, though it left the enemy 
concealed in the shadows of the frown- 
ing mass of hills behind them. 


For one brief moment the Scots seemed 


paralyzed by the suddenness of their 
discovery, for they knew that they -were 
huddled together like sheep within 50 
yards of the trenches of the foe. Then, 
clear above the confusion, rolled the 
voice of the general—"Steady, men, 
steady"—and, like an echo to the veter- 
ans, out came the crash of nearly a 
thousand rifles not 60 paces from them. 
The Highlanders reeled before the shock 
like trees before the tempest. Their 
best, their bravest fell in that wild hail 
of lead. General Wauchope was down, 
riddled with bullets; yet g-asping, dying, 
bleeding from every vein, the Highland 
chieftain raised himself on his hands 
and knees, and cheered his men. forward. 
Men and officers fell in heaps together. 


The Black Watch charged and the 


Gordons and the Seafofths, with a yell 
that stirred the British camp below, 
rushed onward—onward to death or 
disaster. The accursed wires caught 
them round the legs until they floun- 
dered like trapped wolves, and all the 
time tfie rifles of the foe sang- the song 
of death in their ears. Then they fell 
back, broken and beaten, leaving nearly 
1300 
d-ead and wounded just where the 


broad breast of the grassy veldt melts 
into the embrace of the rug-ged African 
hills, and an hoMr later the dawning 
came of the dreariest day that Scotland 
has known for a generation past. Of 
her officers, the flower of her cavalry, 
the pride of her breeding, but few re- 
mained to tell the tale, a sad tale truly, 
but one untainted with dishonor or 
smirched with disgrace, for up those 
heights, under similar circumstances, 
even a brigade of devils could scarce 
have hoped to pass. All that mortal 
men could do the Scots did; they tried, 
they failed, they fell and there is noth- 
ing left now but to mourn for them and 
avenge them. 


All that fateful day our wounded men 


lay close to the Boer lines under a blaz- 
ing sun; over their heads the shots of 
friends and foes passed, without ceas- 
ing. All day long the battle raged, 
scarcely could we see the foe—all thai 
met our eyes was the rocky heights that 
spoke with tongue of flames wheneve, 
pur troops drew near. 


Once our guards made a brilliant dash 


at the trenches, and like a torrent their 
resistless valour bore all before them 
and for a few brief moments they got 
within hitting distance of the foe. Well 
did they avenge the slaughter of the 
Scots; the bayonets like tongues of 
flame passed above or below the rifles 
guard and swept through brisket and 
breastbone. Out of their trenches the 
guardsmen tossed the Boers, as men in 
English harvest fields toss the hay when 
the reapers' scythes have whitened the 
cornfields; and the human streams were 
plentiful wl*;re the British guardsmen 
stood. 


Then they fell back, for the fire from 


the heights above them fell thick as thj 
spume of the surf on an Australian 
rock-ribbed coast, but the guards- had 
proved to the Boers that man to man 
the B.-lton was his master. 


In vain all that day Methuen tried by 


tvery rule he knew to draw the enemy; 
vair.ly the Lancers rode recklessly to 
induce those human rock limpots to 
come out and cut them 
off. Cronjc 


knew the mettle of our men and an 
Ironic laugh played around his Iron 
ir,out,h, and still he stayed within his 
native fastness; but death sat ever at 
his c-lbow, for our gunners dropped the 
lyddite shells and the howling shrapnel 
all along his lines, until the trenches ran 
blood, and many of his guns were bi- 
lenced.

hills his dead lay piled in hundreds and 
the slope tf the hill was a charnel house, 
where the wounded all writhed amidst 
the- m.t5.s«s of, the dead; a ghastly tribute 
to }:H!it.h gunnery. When at 1:GO p. m. 
of TUJ srlay we drew off to Modder river 
to rffuiji.-rate we left nearly 3000 dead 
and wounded of grim old Cronje's men 
as a token that the lion of England had 
barf d his tefith In earnest.

ENDORSE BOER CAUSE 


Besiege Faneuil Hall to Give 


Expression to Their 


Sympathy 


Boston, Jan. 18.—The echoes of Fan- 


euil hall rang loud for "The Farmer of 
the Transvaal" last night. 
For the 


Boers doing battle in South Africa went 
forth the good wishes of a thousand 
citizens assembled within the newly- 
bedeckpd rradle of liberty, while half as 
many more struggled vainly! for ad- 
mittance outside the doors. 


Joseph 
Chamberlain was roundly 


hissed, and President Kruger cheered in 
proportion. 
And when Mi. Williams re- 


ferred to the possibility of a secret un- 
derstanding between the President of the 
United States and the Queen of England, 
hisses again followed. 


George F. Hollis, former United States 


consul at Pretoria; George Fred Will- 
Jams, P. J. Flatley, Professor Camilla 
Ried of Harvard university, Robert 
Sturn, a German-American resident o£ 
Boston, and Mr. Gulesian, a naturalized 
Armenian resident of this city, were tha 
speakers. Letters were read from Sen- 
ator Hoar, ex-Attorney General Pills- 
bury and others, assuring their entire 
sympathy with the objects for which tha 
meeting was held. 
Resolutions, em- 


bodying the sentiment of the meeting, 
were adopted and copies will be sent to 
President McKinley, President Krugeu 
and Joseph Chamberlain, the English co- 
lonial secretary. 


The sympathies of the audience were 


enlisted in the movement at the opening 
of the meeting in a speech by Chairman 
Flatley, in which he asserted that the 
real cause of the South African war was 
England's attempt to burglai'ize the 
gold fields. There was no doubt in his 
mind that the ultimate result would 
be a united confederacy in South Africa. 


Ex-Consul Hollia spoke from the 


standpoint of one personally acquainted 
with the Boers and their leaders. His 
address was chiefly of an historical na- 
ture, describing the Boer nation, and 
their work in building up the South 
Arf ican country. 
There was no trouble 


until the natural arrogance of the Eng- 
lishman asserted itself. 
They wanted 


a voice in the making of the laws. There 
was no objection to that. 
But when 


shown that the privileges carried re- 
sponsibilities, they v. Anted none of it. 
They wanted the puvilegt.- to call on the 
mother country in time of trouble. Then 
they claimed that they were taxed un- 
duly and without representation. 
The 


produots of the mines were only taxed 
6 percent. 
Was that onerous? 


The speaker believed it to be an un- 


necessary, causeless war, and he thought 
public opinion was awakening to this 
belief on the other side o£ the water. 
He ridiculed one of the excuses given for 
carrying on the war—that the Dutch in 
Cape Colony would be forced to join 
the Orange Free State—saying that Ens-- 
land never had more loyal allies than 
the Cape Dutch. 
Should England gam 


the day, racial hate would be so strong 
that the whole of South Africa, would 
throw off the yoke of England.

THE BRITISH POSITION 


The dispatches today announce au- 


thoritatively that Generals Buller and 
Warren have crossed the Tugela five 
miles apart. The position, of General 
\Tarran is not perfectly clear from the 
information at han'd, but it is certain 
that he ts not to the east of the main 
Boer position and on or near the 'Wee-n- 
an road. As has been guessed, the

"Ween an road were, no doubt, attempt- 
ing1 to obscure his whereabouts. To- 
day's dspatchr t put him to the west 
o£* General Butter, and since General 
Buller is to the west of the Bo«r po- 
sition; it wiould follow that General 
Buller is near, if not actually, between 
General Warren and the main Boer 
army. This would indicate that the 
plan 18 for General Buller to guard Gen- 
eral Warren's advance and maintain 
his communioa'tions. General "Warren 
then, if our deductions be ootrect, will 
march to Ladysmith in a northeasterly 
direction, and it is to be inferred that 
he will have to do some fig-hting1. There 
are indications of a Boer force to the 
north of him, as already he has been 
f red upon. Whether it is 
intended 


that Generals Buller and Warren will 
unite on the north bank of the river 
and proceed tog-ether is only to be 
guessed at. The, dispatches say that 
it is thought a "combined forward 
movement" has developed, which gives 
support to the belief that once over the 
river the British will unite and press 
'On to Ladysmith. The other theory is 
that General Buller will engage the 
Boers in strength while General War- 
ren, with his more mobile division, will 
make with all possible speed .to the

The Kindness of Ignoring Trivial Mis- 


takes In Our Daily Ufe. 


"There are irwo kinds of mistakes, 


mistakes of moment nnd trivial mis- 
takes," writes Edward W. Bok in Tho 
Ladies' Homo Journal. "Undoubtedly 
the best service which one friend can 
render another is to save him from a 
mistake liable to be serious in its re- 
sults. In such an act lies true friend- 
ship. But in these days of criticism, 
when we arc apt to criticise everything 
and everybody, we are all too apt to 
correct mistakes -which axe absolutely 
trivial and not \\ onh correcting-. And 
yet in calling attention to them we of- 
ten hurt the feelings of onrbeoc friends. 
Not one of us, even the most good na- 
tnred, likes to have his mistakes point- 
ed out. We may appear not to mind cor- 
rections and accept them with a smile, 
but it is human nature to smart under 
correction, although some of us may be 
clever enough to conceal the smart; 
hence the fewer mistakes we call atten- 
tion to in others the better. 


"Two-thirds of the mistakes we make 


are trivial. Their correction is unim- 
portant. "Why then notice them? Yet 
some people do, and do so constantly. A 
person speaks of having done a certain 
thing on Thursday, when in reality it 
was dono on Wednesday. If no impor- 
tant point is involved, why call atten- 
tion to the mistake? What good does it 
do to have the exact day set right? It ia 
a matter of no importance, so why in- 
sist upon correcting the trivial error? 
Stanch friendships have often been 
pricked by this needle of useless correc- 
tion. It is a great art—this art of learn- 
ing to allow others to be mistaken when 
the mistake is unimportant. Few learn 
it, but those who do are among the 
most comfortable friends one can have."

It had its home in the most 
northerly parts of Scotland and Norway, 
and as this made it hard to get at the 
Komans appreciated it all the more and 
put it in the same rank with ostriches, 
buzzards and peacocks. The tongues of 
these birds were specially prepared, to- 
gether with the brains, and took the 
place which a hors d'ceuvre would now 
take.—New York Post.

Method For Substituting Focus- 


ed Heat For Coal and Wood. 


INVENTIOir 
OF A PHY8IOIAU.1 


Dr. "William Culver of WMhlngion 


Clatma to Have Solved a Problem 
Which Ban Long Pu«led Scientists. 
Plan IB on Principle of a Reflective 
Burning: Gla»». 


A method of using the heat of the 


sun In place of coal and wood has been 
perfected by Dr. William Calver of 
Washington to such a degree that it ia 
now proposed to make a practical test 
of it on a large scale. A company has 
been formed for the purpose of using 
the heat of the sun to furnish steam 
power for irrigating purposes in the 
arid lands of the southwestern part of 
the country. 
The Inventor of this 


method of producing heat has been ex- 
perimenting along these lines for the 
past 25 years, and In his lavatory at 
the end of the North Capitol street 
railway line the apparatus which he 
uses is In operation whenever the son 
shines. 


Dr. Calver bas also thought out a 


plan 
of 
supplying heat 
on daya 


when the sun Is not visible, and he 
proposes to accomplish this by storing 
up the heat In a reservoir from which 
he can draw as It is needed, says the 
Washington fttar. He says heat can 
be stored just as cold In the form of 
lee is stored. However, his Invention 
is a means of utilizing the heat from 
the sun, and, as Is broadly stated, It Is 
by the use of mirrors, which are so ar- 
ranged that heat from the sun's rays 
are gathered up and focused at one 
point 


For example, at his workshop Dr. 


Calver has a surface of mirrors com- 
prising an area of about 260 square 
feet. He claims that all the heat, or, 
rather, the r:iys of the sun reflected 
from this surface, can be brought to a 
point, the surface of which is not more 
than 18 Inches or two feet. He has 
demonstrated that a vessel of water 
placed in the focus of these rays can be 
made to boil furiously !n a very brief 
time. 


He has In the same way melted all 


the metals, except platinum, and he 
has gone far enough in another direc- 
tion to be convinced that he has suffi- 
cient heat to turn the raw clay Into the 
finished product known as bricks. 


This surface of mirrors Is not one 


large sheet, but is composed of a num- 
ber of small mirrors, each about 3 by 
6 inches, which are concave in shape 
and arranged in rows. He has In one 
group 27 of these lines of mirrors, 
some eight or ten feet long, and the 
entire surface Is so arranged that it 
is concave both In length and breadth. 


The inventor gave some demonstra- 


tions of what these mirrors are capable 
of doing the other morning in the pres- 
ence of a small company. As the sun 
'was partially covered with clouds, only 
a small percentage of its power could 
be obtained. 
However, by focusing 


the rays from a small section of mir- 
rors into a reflector and exposing an 
ordinary piece of stick in front of the 
reflector, the latter almost instantly 
flashed into a flame. 


Dr. Calver explained that experi- 


ments along these lines have been car- 
ried on for several years. 
He men- 


tioned particularly SI. Mouchot, a 
French inventor, and Mr. Ericsson, the 
well known American, who spent a 
good deal of time In attempting to 
solve this problem. He said the dif- 
ficulty in the previous attempts was 
that the effort seemed to be to make 
use of a parabolic reflector, and one 
of the experimenters, by placing a ves- 
sel of water in the center of the re- 
flector, succeeded In bringing the fluid 
to the boiling point 
This kind of 


mirror. Dr. Calver said, had not suffi- 
cient surface to concentrate an amount 
of heat necessary to accomplish any 
groat results. Dr. Calver thinks his 
method is capable of expansion and 
ia able to produce heat enough to take 
the place of fuel in practically all the 
uses of life. 


The company formed has headquar- 


ters at Tucson, A. T. It proposes to 
make use of this invention on an ex- 
tensive scale for irrigation purposes in 
the arid lands of the southwest 


SCRUBBING MACHINES USED. 


BOSTON STORE | BOSTON STORED 


Have Been Introduced In the Navy 


Department at Washing-ton. 


A scrubbing machine that will do 


more scrubbing than many a charwo- 
man, but which will not diminish or 
depress the wages of charwomen, has 
been put in operation in the navy de- 
partment at Washington with appre- 
ciable success. The scrubbing women 
work daily, to the number of SO, be- 
tween 4 and G o'clock, and, besides re- 
ceiving §20 monthly for this service, 
have 
employment elsewhere. 
The 


scrubber is a sort of wheeled vehicle 
with rubber tires, carrying a mechan- 
ism which spreads brushes over the 
floor, says the New York Times. Each 
machine requires two or three women 
to drive it, but they do not have to get 
upon their knees to move it 


The charwomen at first refused to 


run the machines, saying that they pre- 
ferred to get down upon their knees 
and do the scrubbing. They were in- 
formed that there would be no reduc- 
tion in the force; that the machines 
were merely intended as humanitarian 
devices and not for the purpose of less- 
ening the number of those employed, 
and they were then clad to use them.

cupation, says the New 1'ork Herald. 
After the capture Commander Very, 
commanding the Cnstlue, sent to Jolo 
for 200 men. Only one company could be 
spared, and it arrived, at Zarnboanga 
on Nov. 18. 


"It seems that the people here were 


dissatisfied with the administration of 
Vicente Alvarez, Agulualdo's represent- 
ative, Insurgent president of Mando," 
the letter says, "because be could not 
keep them supplied with fopd. 
The 


Castlne blockaded them, and 
Dato 


Mandi had them cut off on land. 


"Alvarez's second In command, a 


young man by the name of Kalisto Me- 
lanio, was tbe backbone of the revolu- 
tion here, so Ysidoro Midel, jefe local, 
or mayor, of Tetuan, a village about 
two miles from here, asked him to 
come over for consultation. When Me- 
lanio roilp up tbe morning of the Iflth, 
Midel had a guard of ten men drawn 
up to receive him, but instead of pre- 
senting arms they presented bullets. 
Two hit him in the head, four in the 
body, and the other four killed his 
horse. 
They burled him a few feet 


from where he fell. 


"Midel then wont out TO the Castine 


and surrendered Tetunu anrl the town 
of Zamboanga. Commancler Very im- 
mediately occupied the latter with ma- 
rines and seamen. 
Alvarez came in 


the morning of the 18th and went on I 
board the Castine to see Commader 
Very, the first time he had trusted him- 
self in our hands. 


"There was a regular ("irama played 


here on the rnorniug of the 20th, Midel 
being the hero, such as !:e was, and 
Alvarez the heavy villain, and he made 
a fine one. The junta, composed of the 
representative men of all the towna 
of the province, was to meet at 10 a. 
m. 
Alvarez and the representr.tives 


of Mercedes, his stronghold, came in 
about a quarter to 10, but the rest of 
the junta had held a preliminary meet- 
ing and decided they did not want him 
present. 


"They notified Commander Very of 


their decision, and he had the pleasant 
job of notifying Alvarez.

matters a little, he took Alvarez on the 
Castine while the junta went ahead 
without him and the Mercedes men.

PiTTSFIElD STRIKE SETTLED 


Trouble at Peck's Mil! Over and Strik- 


ers Return to Work 


The strike at Peck's mill in Pittsfield 


was settled yesterday, and a part of 
the strikers returned to work yester- 
day afternoon, while the entire force is 
expected to return tomorrow. The 
strikers secure an increase in wages, 
and a 10 per cent bonus offered at first 
to those earning a certain amount but 
denied to those earning- less, was dona 
away with. Peter Oulmpn of this city, 
secretary of the international associa- 
tion of textile workers, was influential 
in bringing about the settlement, and 
local weavers are pleased at the out- 
come in Pittsfield. 


Trouble at the Peck' mills was first 


brought about through a demand by 
the carders, employed nights, for an 
advance of 10 per cent. This demand 
was refused and night work at the mill 
closed up, the employes being paid in 
full. 
A few days later the weavers 


asked for an increase inwages. The new 
schedule described was prepared, but 
this did not prove satisfactory to the 
employes and a strike was declared. 
In the meantime an increase in wages 
from 10 to 15 per cent was granted all 
the employes at the lower mill. Mon- 
day morning an increase of 10 per cent 
was also given the spinners and card- 
ers at the upper mill, but some of the 
hands employed in these rooms re- 
fused to accept the company's offer 
and went on strike, being in sympathy 
with the weavers.
